In the recent International Typewriting 
Speed Contest held in New York City, the 
World's Championship was won by Mr. Wil- 
liam F. Oswald, who was trained by the 
RATIONAL method.

The base 
shows the position of the earth corresponding to the different months and seasons of the year The posi- 
tions of the earth at the time of the vernal and autu mial equinoxes and the summer and winter solstices 
are also eiven The outside ring of numbers gives the angular deviation of any position of the earth from 
the autumnal equinox or the apparent deviation of th * sun from the vernal equinox. 

For compactness in transportntion ami storage, the entire system of globes can be rotated into a horizontal 
position by simply loosening the thumb-nut at the center of the base.
